OUR LONDON CABLE 


Money Easier than at Any Time in 
the Summer. 


Surface Signs Point to a Prolongation 
of Depression—Business Contract- 
ing on the Continent—Still Fearful 
of Gold Shipments—Another War 
Loan Looms Up. _

LONDON, Sept. 22.—Three months ago, 
looking forward and endeavoring to esti- 
mate the Autumn course of the money 
market, I leaned to the view that by the 
end of September we ought to see rates 
in London beginning to stiffen. That 
date is upon us, and money is easier than 
it has been at any time during the Sum- 
mer. 

Throughout the past week call loans 
rarely rose above 1 per cent., and notice 
money fell back to 1% per cent. Dis- 
count rates would have followed and 
gone below 2 per cent. but for the nerv- 
ous feeling which pervades the market 
about the possible export-gold move- 
ments. The rate for bills due within the 
year was for the second half of the week 
often under 2\% per cent. 

Is this state of depression going to last 
much longer? J wish I could give you a 
clear answer to that question, but no- 
body can. Surface probabilities point to 
a prolongation of the present state of af- 
fairs right up to November, and a harder 
market might come then only if we lose 
some millions of our gold in the mean- 
while. Local circumstances are al! in 
favor of the present ease, especially the 
growing depression of trade and the con- 
sequent diminution of the supply of bills. 

It is not our trade alone that is con- 
tracting. Business is just as bad on the 
Continent, and cannot be described as ex- 
pansive anywhere. Couple with this the 
influence exerted by our Treasury In 
keeping the market surcharged with 
banking credits, and it is obvious that no 
domestic influence of a foreseeable de- 
scription can be looked for soon to 
change the condition of our market; 
while this is so, it is also true that men 
of thoughtful mind are increasingly nerv- 
ous the longer the ease continues. It is 
felt to be umwholesome, and low rates 
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lay our market open to the buyers of 
gold from every quarter. 

You have not yet taken any of our 
metal, but the New York exchange is 
watched dally with an anxiety wholly 
unusual, and something like a sigh of re- 
lief sweeps over Lombard Street when it 
sees that Paris is being drawn upon in- 
stead of London. But the Bank of 
France has raised its selling price of 
eagles, and again we have fears. 

I expect that gold will soon leave us in 
bulk. It generally does toward the end 
of the year, and there are more than the 
usual influences operating at present, 
either to create strong demand, or to 
leave us defenseless against it. 

Within the last fortnight two of our 
colonies have come for large advances of 
money. Who has subscribed to their 
doans I know not. The public took but 
little. They, however, have somehow 
been subscribed, and to the amount of 
£5,500,000; thus they come between us 
and our power to attract colonial gold. 
Then the Indian stock of the metal is 
nearly used up, and there is no other 
source of fresh supply open to us, be- 
cause most Continental financial centres 
are competitors with us for any available 
supply. Above all, yet another war loan 
looms in the near future. 

Parliament must be called together be- 
fore the end of the year to provide fur- 
ther ways and means. We have spent 
about £1,750,000 per week beyond what 
revenue has ylelded since the beginning 
of the present fiscal year, and there is 
only £14,500,000 of the last war loan re- 
maining to come in. In another eight or 
nine weeks, therefore, the Treasury will 
be empty. As yet the market barely sus- 
pects this approaching demand. When it 
realizes the truth, it will be considerably 
upset and will take refuge in higher 
rates. 

The stock markets continue to present 
nothing interesting to chronicle. Busi- 
ness has been interrupted by the Stock 


Exchange holiday arranged on Thursday 
to express our sympathy with your 
affliction, and there is no public playing 
with or investing in the general run of 
securities. The gambie in your railroad 
shares is almost exclusively professional 
and promises to remain so. Our crowd is 
much more disposed to risk ruining itself 
again over Kafirs. A. J. W. 


THE LONDON MARKET. 


LONDON Trums—NeEw York Times 
Special Cablegram 

LONDON, Sept. 23.—The financial 
article In The Times to-day says there 
was no change in the condition of the 
money market on Saturday, except that 
long-dated bills were taken at rather 
easier rates in some quarters. 

The Stock Exchange was lifeless, and 
in almost all departments the general 
tendenty was weak, though the unfa- 
vorable news from South Africa hardly 
affected consols or Kafirs. The home 
railway market was inactive and dull. 
American rails were moderately lower 
on local profit taking, also on specula- 
tive sales ordered from Wall Street. 
The foreign market was weak in tend- 
ehcy, but prices were little altered. The 
general mining market was very quiet, 
and copper shares were dull. 

The Bank of England received 96,000 
sovereigns from South Africa and re- 
—_ the withdrawal of £50,000. for 
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Associated Press. 


LONDON, Sept. 22.—Attention in London 
financial circles last week was concen- 
trated upon the New York market, which, 
in spite of the mourning for President 
McKinley, showed firmness. Indeed, one 


of the features of the week here was the 
rapid Improvement in American railroad 
shares as compared with quotations at the 
end of the previous week. President Roose- 
velt's announcement that he will retain the 
Cabinet of President McKinley has done 
much to stimulate the buying of American 
securities in London. The settlement of 
the steel strike has also acted in a similar 
direction Financial writers take a most 
hopefu! view of the American outlook 

Advances in New York Central shares 
were very marked. Eries also were strong, 
while Southerns were patronized to a con- 
siderable extent on the rumors of an amal- 
gamation with the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad. 

The news from South Africa had a de- 
pressing effect upon securities in the South 
African section, but considering the grav- 
ity of the British reverses, the decline in 
that quarter has not been as serious as 
might have been expected. 

Argentine bonds showed great 
partly owing to the rise in wool 
owing to the belief that the 
scheme will be adopted. 

Consols fell on the South African reverses 
and a fear that a continuance of the war 
would mean more gold borrowing 

English railway securities have been a 
trifle firmer, but mining shares continue 
sluggish.
